tlons can meet together to dis- 
cues thelr problems with Gov- 
ernment.” This In not a cub- 
stitute for Federation, but it 
may be a beginning out of 
which Federatlon will one doy 
grow,

Copenhagen, March 19. 
HE white, windswept 
‘icefields and glaciers of 
Greenland will be the target 
for scientists and explorers 
from five nations this sum- 
mer. <. 

Greenland, the world’s biggest 
Istana, although only 25,000 
people, including Eskimo: A

centre of increasing 
sclentilie interest. 

At thls moment, American 
enpineers ars hollowing out a 
town In miniature deep below 
the surface of the Greenland

At the same time, in Europe, 
scienUsts and explorers of five 
countries are making final pre- 
parations for on 
expedition over the icefelds and 
glociers, 

Man’s knowledge of this re- 
mote, birren land near the roof 
of the world, where fur-clad 
Esidmos live by hunting seal, a8 
thelr fathers have done for 
generations, just, ao few . miles 
from ultra-modern ofr and 
radar bases, 1s stlll extremely 
limited. . 

But during the Inst few years 
selentisis have wanted to find 
out more about the huge Icc-cap 
which covers Greenland, They 
want to know, for example, 
whether the northern Hemls~ 
phere's Improved climate of te 
cent years will continuc, so 
that the Ice-cap will continide to 
melt, or whether the weather 
will change, bringing a new 
thickening of the ice, 

The question is of intense 
Interest to the world. If Green- 
land's huge mss of ice melted, 
the level of the’ oceans would 
Tike by about -23 to 33feet.. 


UPHEAVAL? 


And if the rocky base of 
beneath 
the weight of hundreds of 
feulllons of tons of ice, were to 
be ‘relieved of its burden, it 
could heave itself up with 
tremendous force.
